The claims 3,4 are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings 
of the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth, including:

The claims 15,17 are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
teachings of the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the 
combination set forth, including: 

moving a the lever connected to the container, opening the dispensing opening, 
moving the extension and the tip of the extension in the direction of the dispensing 
opening, and sliding the at least one strip toward the dispensing opening and exposing 
the at least one strip through the opening, . . . wherein the lever is a cover and is pivoted 
on a hinge connected to the container, in combination with the rest of the claim 
language is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art. 

The claims 20 are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth, including: 

wherein the cover is a lever and is pivoted on a hinge connected to the 
container,... whereby lifting the cover moves the tip of the extension in the container 
and slides the upper strip outward through an end opening in the container, in 
combination with the rest of the claim language is not taught or fairly suggested by the 
prior art.
